BOXTON T0' RESIGN

Board of supervisors Will Elect
New Mayor

SUPERVISORS TO GO NEXT

Tha Polics Commission is Expected Will
bo Fimet to go—This Means the Early
Decapitation ol Chief of Police
Dinan

SAN FRANCISOU, July 16~—Although
it was said last pight by members of the
graft prosecution thar in all probabils
ity the new Mayor would be chosen to-
duy, they refused to pevenl the ldentity
of the eitizen selected for the position.
Rumor has connected at least half o
dogen well known persons  with  the
offior, bur denisls have been made in
the majority of cases.

The first feature of the program ar-
ranged by the prossution i« the resig-
nation of Charles Boxton as  Mayor,
This is to take place at today's meeting
of the board of supervisors. The board
is then to elegt a Mayor, choosing some
citizen previously agreed upon by the
leaders of the graft prosecution. Box-
ton's resignation will retire him to priv-
ate life, leuving 15 boodling supervisors
to ke forved omt by the prosceution.
The 15 are to resign as soon as the new
Mayor Iy electad,

Connting the Boxtou vacanoy, the
ehief executive to be nmmned today will
have 10 places on the board to  fill,
which wil] not be delayed any longer
than is absolutely necessary. In the
naming of a new board of supervisors,
Iy expected to give
recognitiog to both the labor and busi
ness interests.  Next will come the re-
moval of & number of commissioners,
The police commission. it is expoeted,
will be first to go. This will mean the
